However, if wildcat, mail strikes become 
commonplace in the future, we obviously can*t keep- delaying games because of them. 
You, as players, have many ways to protect yourselves against missed moves — send- 
ing us a set of General -.Orders (and keeping them up to date) being only one.

Propaganda — 

Berlin — To say that Berlin Is a city of despair today is an understatement 
foolish to behold. The average citizen of this city is desperately afraid that 
last winter ! s troubles in Turkey mean the end of all hope for Germany, One of 
the shopkeepers I talked to along the Wilhelmstrasser was pretty typical, "As 
long as the Turks were keeping up with the French, there was a chance that once 
they. saw the long-range intentions of the French, there would be a chance of de- 
feating them. But now, it looks like they're going to let the French take over 
the Reich, and the whole of Europe as well/ 1 Nowhere have I discovered a German 
who considers it even slightly possible that some day soon the Turks will not 
"come to their senses". No one listens to news of the Western Front any more* 
The Reichswahr is hanging on there, pouring all the troops they can into the 
trenches, but no one cares. It ! s the East, where the Turks are, that excites 
interest. Everyone looks for a sign that they 1 re moving into position. " Now 
many think it will never come. 

Yesterday I met a young man In a Reiches Luftwaffe uniform. His. name, he 
said, was Bayard, a Britisher though, who transferred to the German forces after 
the. disastrous campaigns in Britain. He,, spoke with a rather strange accent, a 
kind of flat, American sort of German, with many Scandinavian idioms . He gave 
me a manuscript which he calls "The Rise, and Fall of the Third Reich", a fic- 
tional work in which a madman comes to power in a German Republic of some strange 
parallel world, a Germany finally defeated by the combination of the United 
States of America and a Communist Russia. He says the book was written twenty 
years ago, and yet he claims that n the author" predicted the present state of the 
war then, and with amazing accuracy. He, too, predicts conflict between the 
gianfes; his USA and "Soviet Russia" fall out in a partially written (again, " 
nearly twenty years ago) sequel, "The Cold War". 

Mr, Bayard's Maunscripts will be serialized here in the LOUDON TIMES in the 
near future. 

Strangely, in recent T weeks there have been rumors here of a "Russ ian Fede- 
rated Socialist Republic", headed by a man named Leon Trotsky rumors which 
reached here 6nly days ago. Apparently this Trotsky overthrew one of the Grand 
Dukes ruling in Siberia, outside the Turkish, Chinese, and Japanese spheres,' 
and has, at least in rumor, expanded his domain to include most of Siberia, He 
is said to be marching on Moscow*

Games-Bureau Diplomacy Division — Rod Walker is Chief of the Games Bureau Diplo- 
macy Division, and only he may speak for it. He will continue to serve in this 
capacity for as long as he wishes, subject only to the pleasure of , the Bureau 
Chairman. It is hoped that recent attempts to disrupt the orderly formation of 
the Division will cease the forces of evolution are in motion, and what 'will 
emerge should be an important element in Postal Diplomacy for .many years to come. 
Dissent is an integral part of any such evolutionary process, "but such dissent .. : 
should be constructive rather than destructive* 

Boardm an Numbe rs — The Boardman Numbering System is an individual , rather than 
a Dxvl$icn,responsibility. The system is not now and never has been associated 
with the Games Bureau Diplomacy Division. The fact that it is currently being ■ - 
administered by Rod Walker, who also happens to head the Division, is nothing 
more than a coincidence. It was started by John Boardman, later passed to Charles 
Wells, who eventually turned it over to John Koning, who in turn passed it on to 
Rod Walker. We do not condone the starting of a second numbering system — which ■ 
can only lead to confusion. Rod is assigning nunibers to all games which are con- 
sidered "Regular" by their GM< s (within reason) but he is also carrying on the 
associated function (which has been a oart of the system ever since it was. started - 
by Boardman) of keeping track of players and player changes in the games which are 
included in the system — so he also needs rosters of players in new games, plus 
information concerning player changes in games in progress.
